The  Missoula  Hangar  of  the  Montar^a  Pilots  Association 
held  their  annual  official  meeiing  at  the  Rock  Creek  Lodge 
on  May  12th  al  which  time  the  officers  for  the  coming  year 
were  elected  with  Roy  Heckert,  president,  F.  R Pulliam,  vice 
president  and  Margaret  Kelly,  secretary-treasurer. 

The  director  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  was 
the  guest  speaker.  The  subject  of  the  lunsdiclion  of  airport 
funds  by  the  Missoula  County  Airport  Board  was  covered  in 
his  talk  and  a resolution  was  passed  by  the  Missoula  MPA  to 
support  the  Missoula  County  Airport  Board  in  their  contention 
that  the  administration  of  funds  derived  from  the  sale  of  air- 
port property  should  be  under  the  lurisdiction  of  the  Missoula 
County  Airport  Board  rather  than  the  County  Commissioners. 

The  MPA  group  were  informed  that  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  attorney  the  law  defining 
the  administration  of  airport  funds  by  the  airport  board  sup- 
ported the  position  taken  by  ihe  Missoula  pilot  group. 

A report  of  aviation  activities  for  the  past  year  in  the 
Missoula  area  was  made  by  MPA  committees  and  a report  on 
the  annual  Montana  Pilots  Association  meeting  at  Havre  was 
included  in  the  program.

HAZARDS  OF  CROP  SPRAYING  AND  URANIUM  PROSPECTING 

We  have  started  in  with  our  usual  series  of  accidents  to 
aircraft  engaged  in  crop  spraying  and  uranium  prospecting. 
Both  of  these  activities  require  low  flying  and  to  date  we  have 
had  eight  aircraft  accidents  including  one  fatality  involving 
aircraft. 

Pilots  are  cautioned  to  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  it  is 
hazardous  to  fly  al  low  altitudes  up  canyons  or  up  hill  and 
that  the  temperature  is  a major  factor  in  performance  of  over- 
loaded aircraft.  "G's"  in  a turn  and  fatigue  are  items  to  keep 
in  mind. 


USE  YOUR  EYES  "AND"  EARS 

Today,  the  Collision  avoidance  precept  of  See  and  Be 
Seen  is  obsolete  and  inadequate!  But  it  Is  currently  the  best 
"hope"  for  avoiding  mid-air  collisions  in  VFR  and  marginal 
weather  says  the  Flight  Safely  Foundation. 

Undoubtedly,  a better  system  will  be  devised:  however, 
the  most-informed  believe  it  will  take  several  years  to  come 
mlo  being.  In  the  meantime,  air  traffic  is  increasing  and  the 
collision  possibilities  right  along  with  it.  Therefore,  we  sug- 
gest the  following: 

1.  Free  yourselves  of  any  false  sense  of  security  in  both 
VFR  and  IFR  operations. 

2.  Survey  Ihe  air  as  continuously  as  you  do  the  highway 
while  driving  a car.  Distraction  by  conversation  with 
others  in  ihe  cockpit  or  by  reading  or  writing  a re- 
port without  delegating  a "watch"  is  conirary  to  good 
cockpit  management  m view  of  the  near-miss  danger. 
Organize  responsibility  for  continuous  vigilance. 

3.  Work  out  improved  melhods  for  scanning  to  cover 
critical  areas  at  frequent  intervals  and  to  avoid  bore- 
dom. 

4 Encourage  the  installation  of  anti-collision  lights. 

5.  Listen'  Somebody  may  "goof"  and  you  might  pick 
up  The  clue  by  radio. 

Seeing  with  both  your  eyes  and  your  ears  is  a weak  so- 
lution to  Ihe  collision  problem,  but  for  Ihe  present  it's  Ihe 
one  on  which  a pilot  must  place  his  reliance 

Keep  alert  and  live! 


FUEL

ONE  PLANE  CAN  DELIVER  MORE  pWER  THAN  All 
PREVIOUS  BOMBS 

One  USAF  aircraft  can  now  deliver  one  nuclear  weapon 
with  many  limes  the  power  of  all  bombs  previously  dropped 
by  the  U.S.,  Dudley  C.  Sharp,  Assistant  Air  Secretary  for  Ma- 
terial, said. 

At  an  Armed  Forces  Day  luncheon  in  Houston,  Sharp  re- 
ported the  AF  in  WWII  dropped  2.7  megatons  of  high  ex- 
plosive bombs.  "Even  adding  the  bomb  tonnage  of  World 
War  I and  the  Korean  conflict, ” he  declared,  "the  U.  S.  has 
dropped  less  than  three  megatons  of  bombs  from  aircraft 
Since  the  airplane  was  invented  " 

Citing  the  fact  that  present  nuclear  weapons  have  many 
times  that  power.  Sharp  pointed  out  they  can  be  delivered, 
with  air  refueling,  "to  any  point  in  the  world." 

Sharp  also  gave  some  indication  of  the  AF’s  Scope  today; 

1.  While  General  Motors  has  550,000  employes  and  as- 
sets of  over  $5  billion,  the  USAF  employs  1.3  million  people 
(including  400,000  civilians)  and  has  $71.5  billion  in  assets. 

2.  Combined  assets  of  the  24  largest  U.  S.  corporations 
are  about  58  billion,  or  13.5  billion  less  than  the  AF. 

3.  The  AF  buys  more  than  1,000.000  separate  items  a 
year,  representing  more  in  annual  dollar  value  than  the  com- 
bined purchases  of  U S.  Steel.  duPont,  Jersey,  Standard,  AT&T 
and  GM. 

4 AF's  supply  inventory  of  $15  billion  contains  more 
than  1 1/|  million  line  items,  while  Sears,  Roebuck  has  about 
250,000  line  items. 

5.  In  1955,  AMC  controlled  assets  of  $35  billion,  about 
$9  billion  more  than  the  two  larges  private  companies  m the 
world.  Metropolitan  Life  and  the  Bell  System. 

6.  In  1954,  the  AF  logged  8.6  million  flight  hours  vs. 
3.2  million  for  the  entire  air  transport  industry.  Moreover, 
the  AF  provides  maintenance  for  air  equipment  10  times 
greater  than  all  U.S.  airlines  combined.  Am.  Avn.  Daily. 


OLSON  NAMED  DIR.  OF  ADM.  FOR  NWA 

Enar  8 Olson,  who  resigned  recently  as  deputy  adminis- 
trator of  CAA's  Region  6 in  Honolulu,  has  joined  Northwest 
Airlines  as  director  of  administration.  He  served  in  the  Air 
Force  in  World  War  II,  served  (1946-47)  on  the  staff  of  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce  in  connection  with  civil  aviation  mat- 
ters, was  chief  of  CAA's  organizations  and  methods  office  from 
1948  to  1951,  and  from  1951  to  1954  was  deputy  director  of 
CAA's  Aeronautics  Center  at  Oklahoma  City.  Am.  Avn.  Daily. 


OMEGA  UNVEILS  SB-12  UTILITY  COPTER 
Omega  Aircraft  Corp.,  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  has  unveiled 
its  SS-12  twin-engine,  single  rotor  "utility  flying  crane"  heli- 
copter at  the  annual  forum  of  the  American  Helicopter  So- 
ciety in  Washington. 

Omega  said  the  machine  "Is  one  of  the  lightest  ever  built 
in  relation  to  its  power  " The  craft  is  powered  by  two  200  hp 
Franklin  engines.  It  weighs  2.850  pounds  and  can  carry 
1,020  pounds  payload  plus  pilot  and  two  hours  supply  of 
gasoline  m the  cargo-utility  version.  An  executive  version 
can  carry  four  persons  plus  pilot  and  320  pounds  payload. 
Am.  Avn.  Daily. 


PHONE  FROM  A PLANE 

You  will  be  able  to  telephone  your  office  or  your  date 
from  your  own  or  your  company  airplane  if  the  necessary  gov- 
ernmental agencies  accept  a recommendation  recently  made 
by  the  National  Association  of  State  Aviation  Officials.  The 
proposal,  which  stems  from  a suggestion  made  to  Massachu- 
setts Director  Snow  by  Harry  Besse,  well-known  private  pilot 
and  President  of  the  Boston  Stock  Exchange,  calls  for  the  al- 
location of  VHF  frequencies  m the  aeronautical  band  for  this 
purpose. 


ROCKETS  IN  MASSACHUSETTS 

A rocket  engine  the  size  of  a small  sports  car  which  will 
generate  more  horsepower  than  the  total  output  of  Hoover 
Dam  is  on  the  way.  This,  along  with  many  more  rocket  de- 
velopments, is  of  interest  to  Massachusetts  where  Or.  Robert 
Goddard  of  Clark  University,  known  as  the  "Father  of  the 
Rocket"  conducted  early  research  in  this  field. 

Unrecognized  in  his  day,  he  launched  a rocket  at  Auburn, 
Mass.,  and  the  result  created  a scare  in  Worcester  County  so 
that  he  was  forbicfden  to  fire  them  again  by  the  state  fire 
marshall. 

later  the  War  Department  permitted  him  to  use  the  ar- 
tillery range  at  Fort  Deven.  However,  use  could  only  be  made 
when  snow  was  on  the  ground  or  after  a rain. 


W99  S CONVENTION

LAWS  FOR  OUTER  SPACE 

Agreement  on  the  use  of  outer  space  by  the  nations  of 
the  world  will  have  to  be  reached  soon,  according  to  a report 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Assembly  of  the  International  Civil  Or- 
ganization when  it  meets  this  June.  The  report  points  out 
there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  mechanical  contrivances 
will  travel  beyond  the  earth’s  atmosphere  in  the  near  future. 
None  of  the  present  rules  on  problems  of  sovereignty  apply  to 
trips  into  outer  space. 

All  of  ICAO's  67  member  nations  agree  that  each  of  these 
nations  have  complete  and  exclusive  sovereignty  over  the  air- 
space above  its  territory,  but  make  no  mention  of  whether  it 
extends  beyond  the  boundary  of  the  air.  The  ICAO  report 
notes  that  as  any  space  craft  would  have  to  pass  through  the 
atmosphere  before  it  reaches  outer  space,  ICAO  will  be  in- 
terested in  the  matter. 


SPEED 

Aviation  Week  Magazine  quotes  Lockheed  vice-president 
8.  C.  Monesmith  as  follows;  "This  plane  (the  F-104)  could  be 
cruising  along  minding  its  own  business  and  be  fired  at  by 
a sixteen-mch  naval  gun.  If  the  pilot  should  happen  to  see 
it,  which  he  could,  he  could  avoid  it,  swing  alongside  and  in- 
spect It,  and  the  accelerate  away  from  it  going  m the  same 
direction. 


LIGHTS 

A new  high  intensity  lighting  system  at  New  York's  Idle- 
wild  Airport,  used  to  guide  landing  pilots  to  the  runway,  pos- 
sesses a total  of  600  million  candlepower  Each  of  the  20 
light  tubes,  possessing  30  million  candlepower  (several  times 
more  pov/erful  than  the  largest  U.  S.  lighthouse),  is  controlled 
to  flash  twice  each  second  for  one-five  thousandth  of  a sec- 
ond. Because  they  each  flash  too  rapidly  for  th  ebnlliant 
glare  to  be  retained  by  the  human  eye.  the  lights  flashing  in 
sequence  appear  only  as  a white  glowing  arrow  in  clear  night 
air — or  through  heavy  fog.
